GHE SPEAKER OPPOSES THE WAR 
ON FILIPINOS. 


No Probability That an Understanding 
Will Be Arrived at Between the 
President and Reed on 
Imperialism. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., March 22..—Ex-Speak- 
er Reed and President McKinley have not 
been detected burying the hatchet nor have 
they had a fight, and great is the disap- 
pointment of many. Their two meetings 
have been public, cordial and formal. Poll- 
ties was not hinted at and a “‘peace con- 
ference” is an absurd misnomer. 

Mr. Reed was emphatic when asked about 
the “peace conference’’ rumors. 

“This, you know,” said the Speaker in 
hie characteristic drawl, “‘is the siliy sea- 
son. 

“When Congress adjourned,” he con- 
tinued, “a great vacuum was created? 
There must be something to take the place 
of Congress. Consequently the energetic 
men who engineer the press machinery 
in Washington and elsewhere felt called 
upon to fill the abyss. And the logical con- 
sequence was that they fell back upon 
one of their stock etories. It so happened 
that the first piece of ‘property’ material 


taken from the hopper was the old, old 
story about the ‘fight’ between the Presi- 
dent and myself,”’ 

“And is there any such thing?’ the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent interrupted. 

The answer to this question, however, 
cannot be quoted. It can be safely said, 
without any violation of confidence, that 
the President and Speaker Reed are as far 
apart on the question of disposing of the 
Philippine I:lands, the proposition to con- 
struct a canal across the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, and a cable to the Hawaliian Islands, 
as it is possible for mankind to be. 

All hope of bringing the two men to- 
gether on these questions must be aband- 
oned. Pres'dent McKinley is firm in the 
belief that the Philippine Islands should 
be held, that a canal should be built, and 
that a cable to Hawail should be laid, while 
tha Boesker olds views so empatically op- 
te that it ig impossible to reconcile tbe 
wo 


It is not likely that the President and the 
Speaker will come together ain during 
their stay on the island. The President is 
echeduled to leave to-day, while the Speaker 
will get away to-morrow, perhaps, and will 
not start North before 10 days or a fort- 
night. He will go from here direct to Jack- 
éonville,where he cy to spend a fewdays; 
from there he will go to Fernandina, thence 
to Tampa, and subsequently to Maine. 

“There are only two States and Terri- 
tories,”’ he said, ‘‘which I have not visited— 
Florida and South Dakota. I will go to the 
first place this week, and, during the sum- 
mer, 1 hope to go to the other. Then I 
will have visited all the States in the 
Union, 

“God only knows, however, when I will 
get to the new born colonies of Hawaii, 
the Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico.”

THEN WE WILL SEE WHAT “SUITS 
THEIR CAPACITY.” 


Proclamation Says That the United 
States Is ‘Responsible to the Whole 
Civilized World,” and Asks the 
People to Trust the President. 


NEW YORK, March 22.—Correspondence 
from Manila to-day says that the ad- 
dress to the natives of the Philippine Is- 
lands, drafted by the American Commis- 
sior. in behalf of the United States Govern- 
ment and embodying the views of the 
President, has been made public. After 
being translated into all the native dia- 
lects it is to be disseminated throughout 
the archipelago. 

The address assures the Filipinos of the 
intentions of the Americans to develop the 
powers of self-government in the people. 
It explains that the United States has as- 
sumed international obligations which it 
must fulfill, and which make it responsible 
to the whole civilized world for the stable 
government of the Philippines. The com- 
mission, it is explained. is to interpret to 
the natives the purposes and intentions of 
the President toward them and also sug- 
gest the establishment of such a govern- 


ment aS shall suit the capacity and re- 
quirements of the Filipinos and be con- 
sistent with the interests of the United 
States. 

The protection of the United States ts not 
to be exercised in any spirit of tyranny 
or vengeance; but, having destroyed the 
Spanish power and accepied the sovereignty 
of the islands, the United States is bound 
to restore peace in the Philippines. 

To th's end, all insurgerts are invited to 
lay down their arms and place their trust 
in the Government that emancipated them 
from the oppression of Spanish rule. 

The majority of the commissioners incline 
toward giving the Fil _pinos a sort of tribal! 
or provincia! local autonomy, under a cen- 
trai government, which shall be military, 
until a purely civil system is proved to be 
feasible. 


AGUINALDO’S THREAT. 


Tells His Soldieys He Will Take Ma- 
nila in Twenty Days. 
MANILA, Maroh 22.—According to a 
prisoner captured by our troops Aguinaldo 
has announced that he wil personally con- 
duct the reserves at Malolos and march 


into Manila within 20 days unless the Amer- 
icans withdraw in the meantime. The con- 
centration of rebel forces in the vicinity of 
Malabon gives color to the statement of the 
prisoner. 

While apparently inactive since Sunday, 
really the opposite has been the case with 
the Americar forces. A reorganization en- 
tailing many changes has been in progress 
since the abandonment of the flying col- 
umn. Gen. Wheaton’s and Gen. Hall's bri- 
wades have not been assigned, but the 
Oregon regiment, the Minnesota regiment 
and the Twenty-second Regiment have 
been concentrated at the camp on the 
Luneta, at the water front, in readiness for 
immediate transportation when the plans 
of the military leadens have been formu- 
lated. 

Our troops are entrenched and the egitua- 
tion is practically upghanged. The enemy 
*has refrained from making any attacks re- 
cently and it would appear that the rebels 
are saving their ammunition for a de- 
cilsive movement.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Aiiditional re- 
inforcements reached Gen. Otis at Manila 
this morning, as ts indicated by the 
ceipt of a dispatch from Gen. Otis saying 
that the transport Sherman had just ar- 
rived with the troops in good ‘condition. 
The Sherman followed the Grant through 
the Suez Canal and preceded the transport 
Sheridan over the same route...

BONES FOUND BUT NO BODIES. 


WILL BE PLACED ON BOARD THE 
CRUISER CHICAGO. 


Fortunately Mrs. Sherman, Who Is 
Also Quite Ill, Was Not Apprised 
of the Rumor Which Spread 
Over the World Tuesday. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, March 22.—10 a. 
m.—Mr. Sherman at this hour continues im- 
proving and will be moved from his cabin 
on deck this afternoon for an hour. Gen. 
Wood is now on board the Paris, paying 
a visit to Mr. Sherman. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The report 
cabied here from Caimanera and Santiago, 
Cuba, announcing the death of ex-Secre- 
tary Sherman, was untrue. 

The cablegrams came at 3 o’clock yester- 
day and were sent over the country on the 
land lines and cables of the Associated 
Press and special newspaper wires to every 
city In the world. 

No contradiction was made. until] 8:30 last 
night. 

The report had its or‘gin in this way, so 
- is explained by the press agencies to- 

ay: 


It was known at Santiago and Caiman- 
era that Mr. Sherman was dangerously ill 
on board the steamer Paris; that his death 
was expected and that the Paris would 
touch at both these ports. When the Paris 
came within sight of Caimanera ther flag 
was thought to be at half mast, from which 
evidence it was at once surmised and re- 
ported that Mr. Sherman had died on the 
night journey from Kingston. 

Last night’s cables from Santiago, where 
the Paris arrived at 7 p. m., stated that 
Mr. Sherman's condit:on had improved, and 
there were hopes of his recovery. 

The announcement of Mr. Sherman's 
death was accepted as a fact by all pub- 
lic officials in Washington 

Secretary of State Hay cabled a eulogy 
to all of our foreign consuls, and the for- 
eign embassies here were notified. Mr. Hay 
is busily engaged recalling these announce- 
ments to-day. Half the off.cial and social 
city has left cards of condolence at the 
Sherman house, and to-day istrying to get 
these back so as to substitute ones of 
hearty congratulation. 

Secretary Hay and Mrs. Hay called at 
the Sherman residence early yesterday aft- 
ernoon. They simply left their cards for 
Mrs. Sherman, with the written message, 
“Deep sorrow for your loss.’’ Other Cabinet 
officers called and left cards. Senators and 
Representatives remain.ng in the city were 
also among those who visited the Sherman 
residence. All the public bulldings were 
half-masted. 

Mrs. Shermar has been very feeble since 
news of her husband's illlness reached 
here, and yesterday when maperts of the 
ex-Secretary’s death came policemen were 
sent to the house to keep newsboys from 
erving the papers within her hear:ng. It 
has been Mrs. Sherman's practice to go 
riding each afternoon, but she was pre- 
vailed upon to stay in the house yesterday, 
consequently she was spared the shock of 
the announcement of her husband's death, 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA. March 22.—The 
American lAne steamer Paris, Capt. Fred- 
erick Watkins, arrived here last even:ng, 
and it was immediately reported that Mr. 
Sherman was not only alive, but better, 
resting easily, and expected to recover. 

He will be transferred, if all goes favor- 
ably. to the United States cruiser Chicago 
on Thursday. The cru‘ser is now coaling 
at Kingston, Jamaica.

UNUSUAL COURTESIES BXTEND- 
ED THE SUSPECTS. 


Bond Given by Philper, Who Avoids 
Direct Answer to the Charges 


Preferred Against 
Him. 


Boiler Inspector Charles J. Price was ar- 
raigned in the Court of Criminal Correction 
Wednesday morning on the charge in the 
indictment returned against him by the 
grand jury Tuesday of exacting illegal 
fees. 

He pleaded not guilty. The case was set 
by Judge Clark for March 29. 

Price manifested none of his usual non- 
chalance. He looked greatly concerned 
and talked to his Four Courts acquain- 
tances no more than we ecessary. 

Deputy Sheriff P. J. ChriQNmann went to 
the City Hall late Tuesday afternoon with 
the warrant against H. H. Philper, member 
of the Board of Examining Engineers, who 
was indicted for misdemeanor in office. 

He was told that Philper would be at the 
hall Wednesday morning. Inspector Price 
said he would send him over to the Four 
Courts as soon as he appeared. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock Wednesday 
morning Price and Philper, accompanied 
r Julius Mertz of Eighteenth and Sidney 
eets, entered the Four Courts. 

Philper and Mertz went to the Sheriff's 
office, while Price went about his own 
troubles. 

Mertz signed Philper’s bondfor $500. Phil- 
per will be arraigned in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction Thursday morning. 

Philper was asked if he had come in 
voluntarily to give bond, as the warrant 
had not been served en him. 

‘*All good citizens come in and give bond, 
don't they?’ he answered with a laugh. 
“If I had the means,"’ he continued confi- 
dentially, “*‘I would wind this thing up to 
a finish. J have not heen treated right in 
this matter at all by anybody. There is 
a whole lot behind this which I eould show 
up.’’ 

“Do you deny that you received money 
illegally?” he was asked. 

“In the way it is put in the indictment, 
_yes,’’ he answered. “Of course, some graft- 
ers on the outside may haVe-got money 
from him. I don’t Know anything about 
that. I don't even know the man. 

‘*But I tell you one thing, I have never 
given a license to a man who did not have 
10 or 15 years’ experience. They were ali 
com petent.’’ 

“Did you ever receive money for instruc- 
tions to applicants for engineers’ licneses?’’ 

“I never gave instructions to anybody. 
I never made a practice of it. Of course, 
I might talk to a man about engines. as I 
am talking to you now, but any information 
I gave was given freely. I never received 
a cent for it.’’ 


JEALOUS OF FRANKENFIELD. 


Dr. Hyatt Is Working Up a March 
Snow Just Because His Predeces- 
sor Did It Nine Years Ago.

1as dated Ahe arrival of the snow for 
Wednesday night. 

“It is snowing in Kansas City and 
through lowa,”’ said the doctor. “We are 
right in the path of the storm, and I don’t 
see how we can help getting a bit of it.” 

Dr. Hyatt’s prediction of colder weather 
for Wednesday was verified by a drop of 
10 degrees during Tuesday night. He says 
the mercury will continue to drop until! it 
strikes a notch several degrees below the 
freezing point. There it will remain until 
Thursday night or Friday morning. He 
hasn't made up his mind what kind of 
weather he will have after that time.

Ac- 
cordingly he decided to make a coup—not a 
place for a chicken to lay eggs, but the 
other kind. 

Mr. Broeder sent out emissaries on the 
quiet to buy options on eggs to be deliv- 
ered on Feb. 12 at 19 cents per dozen. When 
egg-full day arrived Mr. Broeder had 
enough hen fruft on his hands to supply 
the country during a year of Lents. 
Straightway Mr. Broeder began to breed 
trouble. He boosted the price from 19 
cents to 28 cents in two days and then sent 
it up still further. Some of the people with 
whom he hed contracted for eggs could not 
produce when their time came. These were 
permitted to pay margins, it ig said. 

However, Mr. Broeder continued on his 
way rejoicing, with eggs in one hand and 
money in the other. The price went so high 
that the egg almost lost its plural. Nobody 
in, Ordinary circumstances dared mention 
egg in the plvral number, possessive case.

MAKE ALL FRANCHISES PAY. 


TWO IMPORTANT BILLS IN MIS- 
SOURI LEGISLATURE. 


The Plan Is to Make a Law So Plain 
That It Cannot Be Misconstrued 
by Assessors and the Board 
of Equalization. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFDRSON CITY, Mo., March 22.— 
Many members of the Legislature have ar- 
rived at the opinion that the proper way to 
raise badly needed revenue and extricate 
the State from its deplorable financial con- 
dition is to make the corporations bear 
their just burden of taxation. 

Theory of Gov. Stephens and Attor- 
ney-General Crow, as expressed by their 
votes in the State Board of Equalization, 
that the corporations of the State ehall 


be assessed upon a basis of their actual 
market value, which would make their 
franchises subjects of taxation, has gained 
many friends in both House and Senate. 

These members say that it is not consis- 
tent for miembers of the State Board of 
Equalization to talk about a depleted Treas- 
ury and urge revenue measures that qari 
tax special interests, when a method of 
raising revenue without legislation is ready 
to their hands. It ig realized, however, that 
the majority of the members of the present 
State Board of Equalization will not carry 
out this theory unless compelled to do 80. 
It is proposed to allow them no alternative. 

The result of the study of the State's 
financlal.condition is a growing, aggressive 
sentiment in favor of taxing the franchises 
of all corporations. 

Two bills which provide for the taxation 
of franchises were sent to engrossment by 
the House almost simultaneously yesterday. 
One ts by Hall of Saline and Sickles of Put- 
nam and the other is by Fitzgerald of 
Gentry. 

The former seems to find most favor, 
because of its simplicity and brevity. It 


follows: . 

Section 1. Fach and every company, corpora- 
tion, association or individual now or hereafter 
having or exercising any franchise in this State, 
not allowed by law, to natural persons, except such 
companies, corporations, associations or individu- 
als as are exempt from taxation by the laws of 
thia State, shall. in addition to other taxes im- 
peces by law, annually pay to the State a tax of 
5 cents on each $100 ,yaluation of the franchise 
of this State, for Stat® purposes, and 10 cents on 
each $100 of such valuation for the payment of the 
State Indebetedness; afd a local tax to the county, 
city, incorporated town or village, taxing district 
or school district wherein the franchise may be 
exercised, sald tax to be collected as other taxes 
are collected for like purposes. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of this act, the value 
of the franchise for assessment shall be ascer- 
tained by deducting the amount of the actual r 
value of the tangible property from the market 
value of the entire stock, and the amount of the 
difference shall constitute the value of the fran- 
chise for taxation. 

Sec. 3. The President or other chief officer of 
any company, corporation, association or indi- 
vidual now or hereafter having or exercising any 
franchise in this State not allowed by law, te nat- 
ural persons, shall on the ist day of January of 
each year file a statement In due form under oath, 
with the Clerk of the county court in which such 
franchise is exercised, setting forth a full and 
complete description of the capital stock pald up, 
the real estate, if any. and all personal property 
and the value thereof, together with all stock and 
market value thereof, and. the various Assessors 
of this State may take I consideration these 
statements, as well as all other Information ob- 
tnined from any other source, in assessing the 
franchise tax provided for in this act. 

Sec. 4. The taxes due upon franchises under 
this act shall become UWue and payable for the 
year 1899 on the first day of October, 1809, and op 
the first day of January in each succeeding year. 
The taxes fer State purposes under this act shall 
be payable to the State Treasurer. and taxes dune 
to counties and other subdivisions of the State 
shall be payable to the proper @'lecting officer 
or officers thereof, 

Sec. 5. The assessment and collection of fran- 
chise taxes under the provisions of this act shall 
be made in the same manner and by the same of- 
fieers as other taxes, except that the assesement 
ef the franchise tax on railroad companies shall 
be made as provided by article 8 of chapter 148 
of the Revined Statutes of Missourl, 1880, and that 
the assessment of the franchise tax on bridge and 
telegraph and express companies shall be made 
as provided by article 9 of chapter 138 of the Re- 
Statutes of eps # oh 1889, p ~ a. 
assesement of the franchise taz® on ex com- 
panies shall be made as provided by article 12 of 
chapter 138 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri,

OMAHA, Neb., March 22.—Several of the 
persons injured in the destruction of the 
three-story Patterson Block yesterday will 
die.

The imprisoned women 
were first acquainted with their terrible 
pogat by the cries of the great crowd that 
mmediately assembled at the corner of 
Seventeenth and Douglas etreets. Then 
they rushed to the windows. A fire escape 
was available on the opposite side of the 
Hullding, but the only woman who had the 
presence of mind sufficient to reach that 
point was Mrs. Brosiler, and she appeared 
to succumb to the excitement the moment 
ehe reached the ladder and dropped the full 
distance. 

The victims are all prominent. 

“wo of the women, however, mede their 
Way through the flames on the stairway 
and escaped, though severely burned. Mrs. 
J. (. Holt came out tn this way, but tn the 
struggle Was parted from her 6-year-old 
daughter, and when she reached the pave- 
ment in safety she discovered that her 
ehild was not with her. Though her flesh 
was still burning from her terrible trip 
ehe dashed back into the furnace, went to 
the third floor and brought her child down 
in safety. Both were terribly burned. 

Mrs. Suste Allen, wife of the chief clerk 

Alpha Camp, Woodmen of the World, 
appeared at a window, with the flames 
licking her face. She sat on the aeill and 
corey surveyed the _ situation. Men 
rushed beneath her, taking off their coats 
to break her fall. Some screamed to her 
to leap, while others wildly waved her 
ack. saying the firemen would soon ar- 
rive. 

Mrs. Allen leaned far out over the win- 
fow to save her face, and at the same 
time she encouraged her imprisoned aisters 
to hold on to their perilous positiong in 
their windows until rescuers arrived. Fi- 
nally she could stand it no longer, and 
moaned to the crowd below that she was 
about to jump. She carefully wrapped her 
ekirts around her and leaped far out from 
the building. Her body turned over a num- 
ber of times, and her head struck the stone 
flagging. She was fatally injured.

Was Lost and Found. 


KIDNAPPED AT ~~ CHICAGO. 


FOR TEN MONTHS NO TRACE WAS 
DISCOVERED. 


Found at Last in Possession of a Man 
and Woman in Ohio Who 
Deny That They Abduct- 
ed the Child. 


CHICAGO, March 22.—Little Gerald Lap- 
iner, who was kidnapped May 31, 1898, from 
the sidewalk in front of his parents’ resi- 
dence, 4835 Prairie avenue, has been found 
in Painesville, O. Mrs. Louis Lapiner, the 
child’s mother, went to the Ohio town last 
night to investigate the latest of Capt. 
Colleran's clews, and last night her 
husband received a telegram announcing 
that the boy had been found. Capt. Col- 
leran also received a telegram from Sher-:ff 
May of Painesville saying that the child 
had been identified and that his supposed 
abductors, a woman named Ingersoll, and 
a man named Collins, were under .arrest 
there. Detectives will bring the prisoners 
to Chicago. 

The history of the kidnapping of Gerald 
Lapiner ranks side by side with the story 
of Charlie Ross, the missing boy of a gem- 
eration ago, although the termination of 
the Lapiner case has been one of restora- 
tion and delight, while the fate of Charlie

Ross has years ago passed into utter un- 
certainty. 

Gerald, who is about 4 years old, was 
stolen Decoration day, 189, and his parents, 
aided by scores of friends, by the city po- 
lice and by the newspapers the country 
‘over, have since quartered the land again 
and again in a frantic search for the little 
fellow. 

Louis Lapiner, who lives at 483 Prairie 
avenue, was at first under the impression 
that the child was stolen for ransom, but 
a sthe months rolled by and no word came 
from the supposed kidnappers this theory 
was abandoned and the parents began to 
believe either that Gerald was dead or that 
he had been taken by people who were 
firmly determined never to let him return 
to his home. 

The theory that lunatics had eeized the 
boy, with the insane fondness for children 
and the secretive cunning often shown by 
diseased -minds, was frequently advanced 
and many mysterious couples were tracked 
over the country and compelled to account 
for the possession of children who accom- 
panied them. 


The morning of May 30, 1898, Gerald 
Lapiner disappeared from the home of his 
parents in Prairie avenue. Ruben and Al- 
vin Lapiner, two of Gerald's brothers, that 
morning had planned a fishing trip. They 
had left the basket which was to hold 
the bait in the care of little Gerald, while 
they went back to the house to dig for 
worms. Gerald seized the basket and 
walked up and down in front of the house, 
repeating all the time his determination to 
accompany his brothers on the trip. 

A woman wearing a light dress and a 
black hat and carrying a black cape over 
her arm was seen to pass the child. She 
leaned over and said something to him 
and then hurried along. She stopped two 
doors south and went into the entrance 
of the flat building, but soon came out 
again. Then she walked hastily down the 
steps and toward the little child, who had 
straved some distance from his parents’ 
home. G@he seized the little fellow by one 
hand and again whispered something. to 
him. The child went with her giadly. 

The woman walked at a rapid gait and 
her little companion had to run at her side 
in order to keep up with her. ate go 
asserted at the time that she dragged little 
Gerald most of the way to Forty-seventh 
street. When that crossing Was reached 
the woman turned east. She is known to 
have gone as far as Grand boulevard and 
after that it is thought she went south 
again. Nothing further was known of her 
movements. 

At the time of his abduction Gerald wore 
a purple dress and a tiny bonnet, white 
stockings and shoes with holes in them. 
He had been dressed hurriedly in anticipa- 
tion of the donning of his best clothing 
later in the morning when Mrs. Lapiner 
was to take him out. 

Clews innumerable were run to their 
foundations, all without reward. Lost 
children in numbers were discovered and 
returned to other parents in the course of 
the search for- little Gerald, but the boy 
especially sought after remained unfound. 
The Central Station detailed two men— 
Broderick and Herman—on the case, and 
these men toiled unceasingly, traveling 
over an immense extent of territory, some- 
times accompanied by Mr. or Mrs. Lapiner 
and sometimes with people who were cer- 
tain that they had found the kidnappers of

QUEEN VICTORIA’S BIRTHDAY. 


New York Will Observe the Day in a 
Marked Manner on May 24. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—Victoria, Queen 
of Great Britain and Ireland end Empress 
of India, is likely to receive an unprece- 
dented honor by the city of New York. 


On May &, the Queen’s birthday, the na- 
tional, State and city flags will be flung 
to the breeze from all public build.ngs in 
Greater New York in honor of the Queen. 

The first resolution to pay this tribute 
was offered at the meeting of the Munt- 
cipal Council yesterday. There was no 
debate upon it, and within a minute of 
the time it was read by the clerk it was 
approved by a unanimous vote. 

The resolution declared that an affinity 
existed between the Anglo-Saxon races in 
speech, manners and ambition; that to the 
United States substantial aid and moral 
support were given during the war with 
Spain, and the city of New York, as a trib- 
ute of respect and honor to Queen Victoria, 
should display the American flags on her 
birthday. 

Soon after its adoption it was carried 
before the Board of Aldermen at the other 
end of the City Hall. Alderman Dennis J. 
Harrington offered {t. It was expected 
that Alderman Bridges of Brooklyn, who 
introduced a resolution requiring the city 
departments to close on St. Patrick’s day, 
would object to this honor being paid to 
England's Queen, but he made no objection 
to its adoption, 

The Board of Aldermen will discuss the 
resolution again at the meeting on Tues- 
day next. 


NEW YORK’S EXPOSITION. 


Planning a Building and Fair to 
Eclipse All Predecessors. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, March 2.—If the Legisla- 
ture incorporates the Industrial and Com- 
mercial Exposition Co. of New York and 
plans materialize, New York in the spring 
of 2000 will have an exposition costing $25,- 
000,00, and with a floor space one-third 
greater than that of the Worla’s Fair in 
Chicago. 

The plan for the big exposition buildings 
alreafly have been made, the ground on 
which they will be built has been selected, 
and an option has been secured on it. As 
soon as the Legislature incorporates the 
company engineers will begin work, and in 
less than a month the exposition buildings 
will begin. 

The plans for the buildings provide that 
they shall cover eight blocks, or an area 
of more than two million square 
When the profits have repaid the backers, 
it is proposed to turn the exhibition over 
to the City of New York. 

The purpose of the exposition is to have 
an open exhibition and a central market. 
The exhibitions will be confined to Amer- 
ican manufactured goods solely. Goods 
will be so piaced on exhibition that buyers 
can make their purchases in the exposition, 
thereby: saving manufacturers or whole- 
sale jobbera the expense of agents.

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ROOTING OUT CORRUPTION. 


Ail good citizens of St. Louis have cause for gratification in 
the indictment of Boiler Inspector Price and H. H. Philper 
his associate on the Board of Engineers. Any other conclusion 
of the investigation of the scandal in the granting of en- 
gineers’ licenses would have been a reflection on the city and 
a disquieting proof that the public welfare is of little weight 
as compared with a political pull. 

Every step of progress towards the rooting out of cor- 
ruption in the municipal government by the punishment of 
corrupt officials is a victory for the people. Victories of this 
kind under the dominion of machine bosses are hard to win. 

That the scandalous conditions existing in the Boiler In- 
spector’s office were brought to light was due to the inde- 
pendent investigation of the Post-Dispatch. The facts dis- 
closed by the Post-Dispatch were verified by the Major Com- 
mittee and new testimony was developed. The case was 
ready for the grand jury. 

There is food for serious thought in the fact that official 
corruption is scarcely ever discovered without the aid of an 
independent, fearless newspaper like the Post-Dispatch. Has 
the legal machinery for the enforcement of laws and the pro- 
tection of the public become so inefficient, or is the political 
pull so potent at vital points in the system that it is effective 
to discover wrong doing only under the lash of public in- 
dignation? 

There is occasion for more serious thought in the almost 
invariable failure of the prosecution of official rascals. With 
experiences of the past few years in this city the people 
ought to be thoroughly awake to the danger of conditions 
under which political pulls are stronger than the laws. 
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The rivet manufacturers are feeling the trust pinch. They 
are dependent on the rod and wire trust for raw material, 
and the trust has the power to drive them out of business 
simply by withholding that m&terial. As the trusts feel their 
oats, the small manufacturers, retailers and middlemen will 
discover that they are being crowded away from the hay 
rack. 
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Among the bravest of Dewey’s men in the great naval bat- 
tle of Manila were 50 Chinamen, and these 50 heroes have been 
denied admittance to the United States.

He Was Stabbed to Death Opposite the 
Oakland Course on Tuesday. 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.—John 
person, a jockey and part owner of the 
horses Texarkana and Bessie Lee, was 
stabbed to death by James J. Gilligan, a 
horse rubber.

ATTITUDE. AN INCREASE MAY BE MADE. 


Congressional Reapportionment Senti- 
ment Waning and Rodenberg Pre- 
dicts Nothing Will Be Done. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 22.—There is 
a strong sentiment among the members to 
increase the salaries of the Senators and 
Representatives. Some favor as much as 
$5000 per annum, while others $3000. It is 
likely that the salaries will be raised from 
$1000, which they are now, to $1500. 

The new members of the State Board of 
Pharmacy have not been confirmed. Sena- 
tor John Humphrey objected to the name 
of Dyche of Evanston, and the matter 
went over. It seems that Dyche was one 
of the strongest of thé anti-Humphrey Re- 
publicans at the election last November.

In presenting Senor Azpiroz to the assem- 
bled guests President Robbins spoke feel- 
ingly of the late AmDassador Romero, who 
for so long represented Mexico at Wash- 
ington. ‘“‘Lsut we have no hesitation,’’ he 
continued, “‘in extending a cordial greet- 
ing to the present Ambassador, for his 
reputation as a jurist, soldier and states- 
man is too well known to doubt of his 
ability.’’ ; 

Congressman Charles E. Pearce, who 
spoke in place of ex-Gov. Francis—that 
gentleman being unavoidably absent from 
the banquet—eaid during the course of his 
speech formally welcoming Senor Azpiroz 
to St. Louis: “It is a great pleasure to be 
in the midst of this gathering this evening, 
and to speak for those assembied and for 
the citizens of this city a welcome for Am- 
bassador Azpirog. Senor, I assure you 
that there is not a city in the Western 
hemisphere, .excepting your own, which 
could give you a heartier welcome, For 
we, with the people in general of the 
United States, know that there lies hidden 
in the mountains of Mexico untold wealth, 
which only lacks industry to carry it to 
the markets of the world. And the indigen- 
ous growths of Mexico are wanted by the 
nations of the earth. It will take canals 
and railroads to bring them to the markets. 
And, let me tell you, Senor Ambassador, 
when you want that money to perfect these 
enterprises, all you will have to do will 
be to say the word, and you may draw on 
us at sight.”’ 

The Mexican Ambassador's response was 
delivered in Spanish, but before giving it 
he said in English: “I would be unrespon- 
sive to a great degree were I not sensible 
of the hearty welcome which has been ex- 
tended to me, and it is my agreeable duty 
to @xpress to you my best wishes for a 
long life to each of you and to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Mr. McKinley.” 

The toast was drunk standing, after 
which Senor Azpiroz continued his address. 
He was frequently applauded for his dec- 
larations of his nation’s friendship for the 
United States. He dweit upon the advan- 
tages to both countries which would ac- 
crue through a closer intimacy with the 
languages spoken on both sides of the Rio 
Grande, and he paid a high compliment to 
the work of Ambassador Clayton in the 
Mexican capital. 

Gen. Clayton's toast to President Diaz 
was drunk standing, after which he invited 
all Mexico to come to St. Louis In 1903, 
‘when there would be a celebration of a 
certain real estate transaction between this 
country and a gentleman who was making 
eome stir in the world a hundred years | 
ago, but whose nephew, some sixty years 
later, d.d not show nearly as good sense 
in his dealings with the Western hemi- 
sphere."’ Gen. Clayton feared that if our 
Mexican friends did not come to St. Louis 
in 1903 “‘diplomatic relations would be very 
much strained.” 

Referring to Cecil Rhodes’ talk about the 
imagined destiny of the United States to 
absorb all the countries to the south of us, 
Gen. Clayton said he was sure that, should 
any other nation, or combination of na- 
tions, plant themselves on the soil of Mex- 
ico, against the will of that people, it! 
would be well for them to remember the 
fate of Maximilian. “Should they tackle 
that job,”” said the Ambassador, “in all 
human probability the United States would 
conclude that the east bank of the Riv 
Grande would be a proper place to estab- | 
lish a camp of our own troops, as was the 
case when Gen. Sheridan was sent there | 
at the close of our Civil War.’ Further, | 
referring to that incident, Gen. Clayton, 
addressing himself to the Mexican Ambas- 
sador. said: ‘Knowing your people as I do, 
I believe that, even had Sheridan been a 
thourand miles away, the result would 
have been the same; and in the end the; 
indomitable spirit of your people, with | 
their love of liberty and home rule, would 
have triumphed without regard to Sheridan 
and his army's proximity. We freely ac- 
cord to the Mexican people the riggt to 
wear the laurels their soldiers so heroically 
won.”

MAY BE BURIED IN A MOUND. 


—_——_-——- 


BAND'S LEADERS WERE HARD 
PRESSED AT THE POINT. 


Stone Found Years Ago Bearing Cabal- 
istic Letters Is Believ to Have 
Marked the Cache, | but Its 
Location Was Not Noticed. 


JOPLIN, Mo., March 22.—It is probable 
that a large part of the treasure taken by 
Quantrel] and his raiders from Lawrence, 
Kan., in September, 1863, now lies buried ia 
a mound on the left bank of| Upton Creek, 
a branch of the Marias des 
in Bates County, Mo. Indeed, the more cer- 
tain well informed inhabitants of the neigh- 
borhood investigate the matter the more 
firm is their conviction that! the share of 
the booty assigned to the r 
rilla and his chief Heutenants was not only 


buried on this spot, but still lies here, ana 
may some day be recovered. The mound i 
probably 150 feet high from crest to base 
ahd the top is a plaieau six to eight acres 
in extent. This mound is situated upon the 
farm now owned by Dr. H. A. Rhodes 
and his sister of Foster, Mo. In the war 
times the place was wild and lonely and 
many a victim of border hatred has bees. 
led there and shot, for it was an ideal place 
for dark crimes and to hide away golden 
treasure. 

A member of Quantrell’s band says that 
the morning the Lawrence expedition dis- 
banded Quantrell and his most trusted lead- 
ers—Shepard, Tod, Uphaze and Anderson— 
went in the direction of this mound after 
the spoil was divided and gave orders that 
no man should follow them, on pain of 
death. 

On the retreat from Lawrence the first 
stand was made just at dark of the day 
of the raid at Paola, Kan. ‘The pursuing 
forces, under command of Col. Preston B. 
Plumb, afterward United States Senator 
from Kans. is, refrained from making an at? 
tack at once, fearing that Quantrell, who 
occupied the town, would burn Paola, but 
waited for reinforcements and daylight. 
When morning broke, (Juantrell and his 
band were 6) miles away to the southeast 
at Dickey’s Ford, on the Marias des Cygnc: 4 
River, dividing the spoils and separating in- 
to little squads of ‘ihree to half a dozen 
each, to make their escape accord! ng to 
the gospel of “every man for himself.” Mos? 
of the historical accounts of the affair give 
Hog Island, in the river, as the place of dis* 
banding, but this is an error, as it took 
ee at Dickey’s Ford, two miles from that 
place, 

Certain it is that a Federal battery ar- 
rived a week or so later from Fort Scott, 
Kan., and shelled the island on suspicion, 
but so far as Known ‘he only eifective work 
done was the killing of some very fine 
trees that would have made good lumber. 
Quantreil and his band were scattered tv 
the winds of heaven, and were safely out 
of range. 


As soon as _ the division of spoils was 

made and the separation effected, most of 
the members of the band hid their share: 
These small squads were overhauled {from 
time to time by Unton forces sent out to 
capture Quantrell from Kansxs City, Se- 
daila, Rola, Mo., Fort Scott, Kan., and 
other places.

Most of these were de- 
tained but a short time, and ere turned 
loose at once, as notning could be found 
indicating their guilt. Tnose held for fur- 
ther invest igation were given |their hberty 
after a few days or weeks for the same 
reason, und none was captured. ‘he runk 
and ie consisted of raw and “reckless 
eountrymen unknown beyond tne tmmedi- 
ate neighborhood they innabited, and couid 
not be identined. After the excitement 
cooled down the several caches were vis- 
lied and the plunder recovered in satety. 
Some, of course, Was not recovered. sevy- 
eral years after the war a farmer in cnuop- 
ping down a tree in the river bottom near 
ti0g Isiand uncovered over $200 in Mexican 
Sliver and two watches. 

Quantreil and his ijleutenants were known 
to the scouts of the Federal Army, and it 
stood them in hand to keep out of Sight 
and reacn. For their share of the booty 
they took over $50.00 in goid coin and bui- 
lion,, crossed the river just at |sunrise and 
tOOK Up the trail south. Their |horses were 
jaded and ready to drop. The men were 
just beginning to feel tne reattionary ef- 
fects of their exciting and terrible deeds. 
Tired nature was beginning to assert itseif 
and so, after going five miles on Upton 
Creek, the mound was reach id, and the 
leaders went Into camp. 

At this period of the war! 
country for a score of miles along the 
State line of Missouri was wninhapbited. 
Most of the able-bodied men were in one 
army or the other, and the women and 
children and the aged, together with the 
slaves, were with relatives in) other and 
safer parts. Aside from this, Gen. Ewing's 
famous order No. 11, which forbade any 
one remaining ift the territory who wouid 
not take the oath of aliegiance. drove 
away ail practically that remained and all 
that marked the abiding place of a once 
prosperous community were a number of 
blackened chimneys and ruined farms. And 
so, on the morn.ng of Sept. 22,| 18683, when 
the little band of outlaw. Ie ad¢rs stopped 
at the mound on Upton Creek |to rest for 
the first time since leaving Lawre nee the 
day before, they were probably 25 miles 
from a human habitation, elgnt miles from 
the Siate line, and had come! 13 miies 
without food or sleep, Mor¢over, they 
were hunted by half a dozen troops of 
cavalry and scouting parties.

To the southeast of the mound and on the 
bank of the creek the bridles were thrown 
over the heads of the horses and they were 
ailowed to feed. The men, after eating, lay 
down on their blankets to sleep, save one, 
who climbed to the top of the mound ani 
into one vf a clump of gnarled) oak trees.

Where they went or what they did for 
the next few days is not known positively, 
but the probability is, and the circumstan- 
ces bear out the probability, that before 
leaving they made what they expected to 
be u temporary disposition of ith treas- 
ure. Had they been captured with ail thig 
money, known to have rw apel taken from 
Lawrence. in their saddlebags, that would 
have given their captors pr ma | facie evi- 
dence of their gullt, and if they) were not 
summarily deait with on the pBpot, they 
would have been held for investigation. 
Identification would have surely folowed, 
and then they would have been @¢ither shot 
Or hanged. They were quite sure fo be over- 
hauled by some scouting party, gince their 
horses were nearly worn out, hile their 
pursuers were freshly mounted afd alert 
It would have been next to suicide to have 
carried the gold further, and so/it is like 
ly that they buried it on the mound and 
under cover of night continudd the re- 
treat.

In 1869 three men from Texas camped on 
Upton Creek close by and stayed “for a 
week. Every day one of them would go 
into the little hamlet of New Home, which 
adjoins the ones. and the curiosity of the 
people, Col. among the rest, Was 
aroused. Up to *t is time he had never been 
able to satisfy himself as to the meaning 
of the lettering on that stone. Intuitively 
he connected e strangers and the stone, 
and one afternoon he took occasivn to call 
at the camp and request the men to ac- 
company him to inspect it. The men ex- 
amined it with some interest and asked a 
few desultory questions relative to its dis- 
covery. He accommodated them as best he, 
could and the matter apparently drop -— 
as a subject that had been thoroughly 
cussed, and a day or two later the oan 
disappeared. fter they had gone it was 
learned that they had en searching the 
mound. Digging had been going on in 
many places, but evidently with no success, 
Col. Cope and a few others carefully wn- 
covered each of the holes and closely ex- 
amined the dirt, but no indications of 
treasure were found. 


Again In 1872 another wagon camped i;* 
the recesses of the Upton Creek bluffs. It 
contained four men, one of w seeme:} 
to be the leader of the party that visited 
the place three years before. This man 
came to Col. Cope one evening and request- 
ed the favor of a private interview. The 
men went down the foad a short distance, 
when the strangef offered Col. Cope $500 
if he would tell the exact spot where the 
stone came This, the Colonel ex- 
plained, was impossible, as he had gath- 
ered the rocks from two or three acres of 
ground, and had selected those as seemed 
to best sult his purpose for buflding a wall. 
Next day, however, he visited the spot witli 
the man and related all the circumstances 
as near as he could.

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FIRST STEP TO REORGANIZE THE 
POLICE FORCE. 


SIX FOOTERS ON BROADWAY. 


Every Man Who Doesn’t Come Up to 
the Standard Will Be Removed 
From the Squad. 


The first step looking toward the reorgan- 
ization of the Broadway squad was taken 
Wednesday when Sergeant Sullins and all 
of his men reported at Police Headquarters 
at ¥ o'clock. 

It was a brave looking set of men that 
filled the corridor of the Four Courts build- 
ing, adjoining the board room, but it was 


a much perturbed crowd, nevertheless. 
Reorganization talk has long been indulged 
in, and that squad of men feared thar their 
heads might be the first to fall in the 
basket. Some few of the more optimistic 
thought that the ranks, sergeants and lieu- 
tenants, as provided for under the new bill, 
might be recruited from their ranks. All 
had clothes neatly brushed, their shoes 
poiished and they wore clean collars. 

When the board members arrived the po- 
licemen entered the room with apprehen- 
sion. They were informed that it was 
“inspection day’’ for the squad. They were 
then lined up before the august board, who 
passed up and down the column and eyed 
the men as carefully as does the horse- 
ieader when he is figuring on making a pur- 
cnase, 

One of the members of the board said 
something about some of the men now doing 
squad duty being under the required six- 
foot standard. There wae a general 
flraightening up of shoulders, but some 
could not reach the six-foot mark. 

Then each man was measured and 
weighed, after which they were sent back 
to work, 

Chief Campbell was present during the 
inspection, and when it was finished he 
withdrew, leaving the board to reflect upon 
what it had accomplished, 

“The Broadway squad ought to be a 
picked body of men,”’ said the Chief, “and 
it will be. No man ought to be stationed 
there unless he be at least six feet tail, 
young and active. The squad will be re- 
organized. Some men who have been there 
for years, and who are as good men as ever 
put there feet in a pair of policemen’s 
shoes will have to be «ransferred because 
they do not come up to the etandard of 
height and general appearance. 

‘No, there will be no white glove feature 
in St. Louis. Why, here a man could not 
wear a pair of gloves three hours without 
their becoming as black as midnight. In 
New York the policemen wear white gloves, 
but there one can wear a collar for three 
ays.”’ 

Probably one of the best known policemen 
in St. Louis is Patrolman Battersby, who 
has stood for years at Sixth and Olive 
Streets. He is a most efficient policeman 
and has a eplendid record, but under the 
board’s new rule Battersby will have to 


give way.

The attorneys in this suit were Seddon 
and Blair of St. Louis, and F. H. Scott of 
Chicago for the complainant, and Michael 
Kineally for the defendant. The prelimi- 
nary injunction is understood to settle the 
point or law involved, but the question of 
damages will be adjudged when the case 
has its final hearing. 

The ottles of the original “Castoria” 
manufactured by the Centaur Company 
bear the facsimile a'gnature of the .presi- 
dent, Charlies H. Fletcher, on the label, 
while the bottles sold by the defendant 
company bore on the label the words ‘'Pit- 
cher's Baby Castoria.”” It is said that 
criminal proceedings will follow, and sev- 
eral arrests may be made.

HAD MONEY AND JEWELRY. 


An Old Woman With a Mysterious His- 
tory—Police in Search of Her Rei- 
atives to Receive Her Insurance. 


Mrs. Katherine Mooney, a widow, 65 
years of age, died early Wednesday morn- 
ing. Death was caused by suffocation re- 
sulting from the smoke of a fire which 
in some unexplained manner started in the 
rooms she occupied at 1226 North Eighth 
street.

CITY COUNSELOR THINES IT WILL | 
BE GOOD IN LAW. 


ABATE A 


r0 NUISANCE. 


Bill Has Gone to Engrossment in the 
City Council and Will Probably 
Be Passed by the Assembly. 


The new smoke ordinance, constructed 
by City Counselor Schnurmacher to stand 
the legal assaults of all enemies, has been 
ordered to engrossment by the City Council, 
with two amendments. The first is that 
the number of smoke inspectors be reduced 
from three to one; and the second, that the 
ordinance shall not become operative until 


six months after passage. 

It provides that “the emission Into the 
open air of dense smoke within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of St. Louis, to 
the damage, injury, annoyance or detri- 
ment of any portion of the inhabitants of 
said city, or to the damage, injury, an- 
noyance or detriment of any property with- 
in sald city, is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance. The owners, lessees, oc- 
cupants, managers or agénts of any build- 
ing, establishment or premises, or the 
owners, agents or lessees of any boat or 
locomotive engine from which dense smoke 
is so emitted or discharged shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall pay a fine of not less 
than $10 nor more than $3, and each and 
every day whereon such smoke shall be 
emitted shall constitute a separate offense.’ 

The inspector will be appointed by the 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ment, with the Mayor’s approval, and will 
receive $100 per month. 

Section 3 provides that ‘The inspectors 
shall have a right to enter, in the perfor- 
mance of their duties, at reasonable hours, 
upon all premises other than dwelling 
houses occupled by less than four familiésor 
tenants. They shall collect evidence of the 
facts in the cases of the violation of the 
ordinance preventing the em'seion of dense 
smoke, and with the approval of the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvement, 
shall report the same to the City Attorney 
for prosecution. He shall be guided by the 
instructions of the Board of Public Inr 
provement.
